2.1 It follows that the subject matter of claim 1 
differs from this known strap in that: 



The closing part that covers the male portion 
(consisting of the electrical connector) of 
said strap is located on an end of the same 
strap element or an end of another strap 
element . 



2.2 As a result, the subject matter of claim 1 is 
novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 



3. The problem that the present invention is intended 

to solve can therefore be considered to be that of 
connecting the electrical component to the 
electrical apparatus without having to dismantle 
the strap element. 



3.1 The solution to this problem, as proposed in claim 
1 of the present application, is considered to 
involve an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)), for 
the following reasons: 
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Document D2 describes a strap comprising 
connections between the two strap elements (figure 
2) • However, said connections do not connect the 
electrical or electronic component to an 
electrical apparatus, they connect one portion of 
the flexible battery to the other. The 
connections for connecting the battery to its 
charger have reference signs 70 and 72 and are 
located on the edge of the strap element . As a 
result, document D2 does not solve the same 
problem in the same context . 



3.2 Claims 2-16 are dependent on claim 1 and, as such, 
therefore also fulfil the PCT requirements of 
novelty and inventive step. 
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
